The official line up of the jus- 


tices as given by Clerk Maher of 
the supreme court this afternoon 
was that McReynolds dissented 
with Day, Pitney and Vandevan- 


ter. 
McReynolds was said" to 


have conceded that congress had 
the wage fixing power only In 
view of the court's decision and 
his name did not appear on the 
court record as dissenting. 


Maker's version, which is offi. 


cial, however, made the decision 
five to four—with Chief Justice 
White and Justices 
McKenna, 


Holmes, Brendeis and Olark^aon- 
stitnting the majority in favor of 
the law. Thus, the three senior 
justices (White, McKenna and 
Holmes) and the two junior jus- 
tices (Clark and Brandeis) formed 
a majority against the four inter- 
mediate justices dissenting. 


Chief Jiistic.e White-read 
the 


decision which declared constitu- 
tional the law passed under.spec- 
tacular circumstances in the clos- 
ing nig-ht hours of last summer's 
congress session. 


Besides declaring the Adamson 


law constitutional, the highest 
tribunal held congress has a right 
to legislate wages. 


Justice White said, "there was 


an authority begotten of the pub- 
lic interest" in the action of con 
gress. 


He declared it could not be 


maintained—as tho railroads had 
—that the law had not been con- 
sidered, in view one— of the time 
the controversy was before 
the 


public; two—of the fact that the 
president had acted, and three— 
in view of the discussion of 
the 


question before congress acted.

Railroad Men Win Fight 


For An Eight Hour Day 


Kew York, March 19.—The railroads have met the fullest de- 


mands of the Adamson eight hour law and thereby definitely avert- 
ed the threatened nation-wide strike with the country on the verge 
of its most serious crisis. Patriotism, swayed to its height by the 
sinking of three American vessels, brought from the railway man- 
agers' committee early today the announcement that theyjrould ac- 
cept the brotherhood chiefs' demands rather than give the impres- 
sion at home or abroad that the efficient operation of the country's 
railways will be hampered or impaired in the face of its latest peril. 


The railroads surrendered completely, leaving their end of the 


adjustment entirely in the hands of President Wilson's mediation 
board. A joint committee is to thrash out the minute details. 


The following statement was issued by the mediators at six 


a. m. 


"We desire to express our appreciation of 
the

and patriotic action of the railway managers' committee which has 
put beyond peradventure the possibility of a nation-wide railroad 
strike.

hour law. This concession was secured as the culmination of two 
days and nights of negotiations. 


"Our first effort was to secure a postponement of the strike 


which was fixed for Saturday night. This was secured by present- 
ing to the railway managers a memorandum agreement drafted by 
the brotherhoods which with some particularity expressed the pro- 
vision of the Adamson law.

to use the $115,000,000 emergency naval appro- 
priation, the navy department announced today. The 
authorization was the primary object of the presi- 
dent's visit this afternoon to Secretary Daniels, it 
was said. The. money was appropriated by congress 
to be used in an emergency to speed up ship building.. 


The president also authorized suspension .of the eight boor law 


in shipyards, as another speed up measure. This applies to all plant* 
having to do with naval construction for the government. 


The greater part of the money Will be used in constructing sub- 


marine chasers and scout cruisers, according:to tentative .plant 
made by Daniels several weeks ago.

Without detailing the full purpose of the more than two hun-

President Wilson and Beeratary Daniels did not take up the 


question of commandeering shipyards, but Daniels announced that 
this will be taken up "if necessary."

MEET TRAINMEN'S DEMANDS 


AMERICAN SHIPS SUNK 


NATION WIDE 
RAIL STRIKE 
SAVERTED 


New York, March 19—The railroads have met the 


fullest demands'of the Adamson eight hour law and 
thereby definitely, averted the threatened nation-wide 
strike with the country on the verge of its most serious 
crisis. Patriotism, swayed to its height by the sinking 
of three American vessels, brought from the railway 
managers' committee early today the announcement 
that they would accept the brotherhood chiefs' de- 
njands rat^rj titan give thVimpression at home or 
abroad hatthe efficient operation of the country's rail- 
ways will be hampered or impaired in the face of its 
latest peril.

The railroads surrendered completely, leaving 


their end of the adjustment entirely in the hands of 
President Wilson's mediation board. A joint commit- 
tee is to thrash out the minute details. 


The following' statement was issued by the mediators at six 


a. m. 


"We desire to express our 
appreciation 
of 
the 
large 


and patriotic action of the railway managers' committee which has 
put beyond peradventure the possibility of a nation-wide railroad 
strike. • 


'' The railroads have met the full demands of the Adamson eight- 


hour law. This concession was secured as the culmination of two 
days and nights of negotiations. 


"Om first effort -was to secure a postponement of the strike 


which was fixed for Saturday night. This was secured by present- 
ing to the railway managers a memorandum agreement drafted by 
the brotherhoods which-with some particularity expressed the pro- 
vision of the Adamion law. 


"We asked"the railways to agree that if the Adamson law was 


, held to be constitutional, that this construction .and 
application 


would be given to it. The railway agreed to this at a joint session 
between the brotherhood chiefs and the managers.. And with much 
difficulty, the chiefs stayed the strike, an act that was vital to the. 
success of pur efforts and further mediation. 


"We next sought some adjustment that would be 
effective 


should the law be held'to be unconstitutional. In this regard many 
propositions were made to both sides but none was acceptable until 
the railroads expressed their willingnes to place the whole -.matter 
in the hands of this committee. 


"This action proceeded, as the letter from the railway mana- 


gers' states,.from a desire to demonstrate to the country that the 
railroads would not allow their own conception of .railroad policy 
to stand in the way of the fullest use of the roads at a time of se- 
vere national strain. 


"The committee considered the matter! and decided that in 


view of the action of congress in passing the Adamson law and the 
necessity for immediate action that it was best to adopt at once the 
memorandum agreement of\he previous day as applicable under all 
conditions. 


"Thus the provision of the eight hour law, by agreement be- 


tween the roads and the men became the basis of the settlement and 
whether the supreme court holds for the validity of the law or 
gainst it, there will be no strike."

World coneeii is rather rndely shocked by it for the common 


conception of the Russian was that he was a dull, ignorant creature, 
in intelligence not much, above the brute and bearing hit burden! 
and his oppressions in dumb affliction. The shock awakeni to th« 
knowledge that the Russian thinks it well as any of him fellowmen 
;:iid lacking nothing in actions, set the laudable example of declin- 
ing to ran to excess and cruel violence. 


Most impressively does the revolution display the national 


spirit and national prejudices. For more than two generation* with 
the foresight that characterizes the dynasty of the Hoh«nzollern», 
most adroit efforts have been made to Germanize Russia and, at the 
least make her pro-German. There were royal alliances through 
marriages and German sympathizers were planted everywhere pos- 
sible among the nobility, bercaucracy and business. The Czar Nich- 
olas himself has a German princess for a wife. Undoubtedly he was 
a Russian to the lull_extent of his character, but he was weak. The 
Russian national spirit is strongly anti-German, perhaps, because 
it recognized and hated the insidious German invasion. It did not 
doubt the sincerity of Nicholas, but it believed his immediate environ- 
ments were more powerful than he. To them those environments 
appeared as the real reason why the people did not receive that 
broader part in government to which they aspired and which Nich- 
olas appeared TV filing enough of himself they should have, but be- 
yond and even more essentially for the time being than that, they 
wore primarily responsible for the weakness and misconduct that 
generally marked the conduct of the war. With him they, could 
not remove the disastrous influences of the environments, therefore 
they overthrew him and are vigorously proceeding to the eradication 
of the agencies that made him a failure as ruler and leader. 


The other allied nations are giving expression to much elation 


over the sudden change, which it nas said has been foreseen and ex- 
pected for months, but it will take time to demonstrate that their re- 
joicings are safely grounded. JThe revolution was a marvel, it re- 
mains yet to prove itself a miracle. Transitions of the sort, no mat- 
ter how easily begun, are not worked out to full fruition without 
Inaction and without failure. It took patriotism to accomplish this 
one, it will require the genius of statesmanship to concentrate and 
carry the new form of government to the realization of its aspira- 
tions for the forces that eombatted it are not eradicated, they are 
merely scotched; they are still power and have the incentive of des- 
peration added to selfishness and treachery.

'according to legal experts, it is regarded probable that he may take 
even stronger protective means than merely armament of Ameri- 
can merchantmen. 


The navy may be called upon to take a vigorous hand, search- 


ing out and destroying submarines. Any call for an army un- 
doubtedly will await full authorization from congress under a dec- 
laration of .war. 


The president studied dispatches from abroad" up to an early 


hour this morning, and was up early to receive any further reports 
oh the three latest sinkings from Consul .Frost, Queenstown, and

American lives had been sacrificed. The report of "men missing" 
seemed to carry the doleful conviction that they had perished when 
the German U-boats carried out their orders.
